WASHINGTON —(IP)— Recent in- 


creases in farm income, adding billions 
of dollars to the nation's purchasing 
power, have written. an 
important 


chapter in economic History. 


Economic analysts find it significant 


that the farm is getting closer to the 
relative position as a purchaser which 


. it held prior to 
changes developed 


during and after the world war. 


In the decade after the war, farm 


prosperity failed to keep pace with in- 
dustrial prosperity, .. with the result 
that the 30,000,000 Americans who live 
by tilling the soil were getting a di- 
minishing part of the national income. 
SFnrm income reached-its peak-'in 
lltyjlt. apcording to -iitatistitfAfldb^clhr/ 
partment of agriculture, '"at $16,935,000,'- 
000. 
The 1923-29 average was only 


511,528,000,000,' and in 1932, the farm 
return was only $5,337,000,000. 


Income Regained 


By 1935 the total including govern- 


ment benefit payments, had jumped 
to $8,110,000,000, indicating that about 
44 per cent of the drop from 1926-30 
1932 had been regained, and 1936 is 
showing further substantial improve- 
ment. Farm 
income 
for the first 


quarter of this year is estimated at 
approximately 7 pen cent over the 
same months of 1935. 


The big rise in price levels in 1933 


and 1934 was concentrated largely in 
farm products. So, while in 1932 the 
farm population had a per capita pur- 
chasing power of only 56 per cent 
of its pre-war level, by 1935 it had the 
means to buy 84 per cent of pre-war 
totals. 


For persons off the farm the level 


was 84 per cent in 1932 and 93 per cent 
in 1935. While it is evident that not 
all of the relative position lost since 
the pre-war days has been regained, 
the farmer has gained much more 
rapidly than the city man. 


Predict More Buying Power 


Farm prices have fallen off a little 


in the past year, but income has risen 
further as result of large crops. Some 
analysts point to the danger that in- 
creased acreage, and still limited for- 
eign outlets, might result in a serious 
drop in prices. On the other hand, 
Lois H. Bean, economic adviser to the 
agriculture department, says domestic 
purchasing power is fairly certain to 
expand further in 1938 and 1937, and 
that this will tend to support the price 
level. 


He estimates that at the close of 1935 


the level of consumer income had ad- 
vanced to 80 per cent of the 1924-29 
average. 


The proportion of total farm pro- 


duction going into export, channels has

in circumference. The bones of its 
skull are soft and easily molded in in- 
correct shape by permitting the baby 
to lie too long in one position. 


There are instances in which the 


shape of the baby's head was wrong 
because the mother did not take care 
to see that its position was changed 
frequently. The baby should lie on 
the left side after one feeding; on the 
right side after the next feeding. 


There are two soft spots 


baby's,skull at the time of birth. The 
small one in the back of the head us- 
ually is hardened,by growth.of bone 
at .the end of the third month. 


The large one in the front of the 


head usually is closed at the end of 
18 months. There are records of well- 
nourished babies, however, in whom 
the large soft -spot in the front of the 
head has disappeared at the end, of the 
twelfth month.

and quickly make a peace treaty upon 
his own terms. 


An Italian spokesman 
emphasized 


that Italy always recognized the exist- 
ence pf Ethi6pia. 'From this it was de- 
duced that II Duce will continue to 
recognize 
an 
independent Afnharic 


state, though probably under Italian 
supervision with the remainder of the 
country passing to Italy in the form of 
a colony or mandate. 


If Mussolini signs a peace.' treaty 


•with a new.emperor some diplomats 
here believe it would be difficult fof 
the League to ignore such a treaty. 
From this standpoint the .League's'task 
would be simplified, -they said. On the 
other hand, it would be difficult for 
the League to give its benediction to 
an arrangement achieved by what the 
League officially called a war of ag- 
gression.
